Dr.  William  A.  Brandenburg,  dean 
of  faculty  at  the  College,  will  be¬ 
come  President  of  the  Nebraska 
State  Teachers  College  at  Wayne, 
Nebraska.  Dr.  Brandenburg  will

Dr.  Brandenburg  catne  to  the 
College  in  September  of  1950  to  be-

accepting  the  position  here,  lie  was 
•'Dean  of  William  Woods  College  at 
Fulton. 

1  He  went  to  William  Woods  as 
idean  of  the  faculty  in  1940  from  a

executive  position  he  held  until  the 
fait  of  1950  except  for  a  period  of 
active  military  service  in  the  United 
Slates  Marine  Corps  from  January, 
1943,  to  September,  1946. 

He  is  now  a  member  of  the 
USMC  Reserve  and  the  Marine 
Corps  Reserve  Officers  Associa¬ 
tion,  as  well  as  the  American 
Legion  and  Veterans  of  Foreign 
Wars. 

Dean  Brandenburg  was  awarded 
the  Ph.
